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1 H E ſublime ſcience of aſtrology was 
held in ſuch high veneration by the antients, 


that they ſeldom engaged in any under- 


taking of importance, or, indeed, even in the 
more ordinary affairs of life, without pre- 
viouſly conſulting the influence of the hea- 
venly bodies then preſiding, from which ex- 
perience had taught them to judge of the 
probability or improbability of their ſucceed- 
ing ; but of late years, every profeſfor of 
this ſcience has been either contemned as an 
impoſtor, or pitied as a lunatic. With what 


_ candor and juſtice they have been ſo treated, 
it may perhaps be deemed arrogance to pro- 


nounce; yet it muſt be remarked, (what 
cannot have eſcaped the moſt common ob- 
ſervation) that cenſure is frequently the lot 
of the moſt meritorious ; for, as the opinions 
of men vary, ſo do their prejudices; and 
many will not confeſs the verity of aſtrology, 
though conſcious of an over-ruling influence, 
which they are utterly at a lofs to account 
for by any more rational ſyſtem in their 
power to project. he STi 
It is not the theory of aſtrology itſelf, but 
the mode of practice purſued by the generality 
of its profeſſors, which merits reprobation ;— 


that, it is not here meant to vindicate ;—on

the contrary, it is hoped, the various deſtimies 
diſcloſed in the following pages will prevent 
peoples having recourſe t6 thoſe ignorant 
pretenders to the ſcience, commonly deno- 
minated Fortune-tellers, whe-impofe on their 
credulity, and know nothing more than the 
certain means of wheedling them out of their 
money. However, in this reſpect, every 
reader is, ſurely, a competent judge for him- 
ſelf; and as to meer cavillers againſt the 
ſcience, ſuffice it to obſerve, that the follow - 
ing treatiſe was, many years ago, written 
originally in Arabic, by the famous aſtrolo- 
ger whoſe name it bears, and thenee tranflated 
into French, by the late profeſſor of aſtrology 
at Paris, who loſt his liberty through a natu- 
ral event, the death of the Dauphin, father of 
the preſent King, which though he foretold, he 
could. not prevent: Moſt of his papers were 
feized, and many deſtroyed ; but this, with
